"When men began calling the navy

Speaking of war service of college

The accident 
occurred on what is known as the 
high point road, connecting the back 
road from Eu.s>t Davenport to Daven- 
port Center with tho state highway 
The accident took place on Suncia> in 
June, 1920, when Mr. McArthur was 
driving his wife and three children 
to church at Davenport.

Organized Labor's Record 
Is Laid Before Convention 


Report Declares Labor Suffered Not Only From Unemploy- 


ment During Past Year, But Was "Beset By Oppo- 


nent* More Active and Determined Than Ever" 


Cincinnati. O,. June 12.—The rec- 


ord of organized labor's accomplish- 
ment in "a year of unusual strife and 
unusual 
Industrial 
depression" was 


laid before the forty-second annual 
convention of tho American Federa- 
tion of Labor today in the report of 
the Federation's executive council. 


The report declared that American 


labor, during the year not only suffer- 
ed from the widespread unemployment 
that.exlsted but was beset "by oppon- 
ents more active and determined than 
ever." 


In addition to strictures on the 


conduct of employers in numerous 
cases, the report added explicit and 
pointed criticism of Congress and of 
some state legislative bodies, declar- 
ing such branches oC the government 
to be "succumbing to a wave of re- 
action."

Turning next to court, the execu- 


live council protested "most emphat- 
ically against such unjust 
and in- 


human decisions" as that of the su- 
preme court voiding tho act intend- 
ed to abolish child labor In the Unit- 
ed States. Congress "by this decision, 
must keep its handa off when the 
health and life and well being of the 
nation's children are concerned." the 
report asserted, adding that the "su- 
preme court of today is far more legal- 
istic and less humane in it aattitude 
and temperament than was the su- 
preme court of 1918."
